Indian Relics.

A late number uf H-u*[n r's Magazine
=avs one of the greatest .mll.nrlan'u.:l
puzzles in our « ountry is the large ll.tlu-
tint, usually called feaf-shaped imple-
ments.  The y are from four to nine
inches in lenzth, three to five wide, and
about half an inch thick, round at the
ase, and very obtusely  pointed at the
-\!tsm_-&ih' -'\I!'l'iliil}'. '!ill' Apex beinge
slightly. on one side. They show no
sizns whatever of use;
masss from a fow to

many huandred.

\Ir Thos. Rhodes of Akron, 0., has
iately discovered a cache of these ob-
jects about three miles from that town,

under an old  tamarack stump, about
two feet helow the surface, in peat or
muck. There were 197 in the nest
the largest eight and one-half inches
tong by three and a half inches wide;
the smallest, two and a half inches L
They are manufactured out of chert,
and that of which these implements are
made has an infisorial origin, and
abounds in the sub-carboniferons rocks,
and also in the corniferous coral-reefs.
Twao of these implements have been sent
o Mr. William Gifford of this coumy,
one of the best-posted authorities on l.l-
sdian and "l'ﬂln"ll al deposits on this con-
tinent.  After a careful examination he
nronounced !hﬂm to be Indian plows,
and he pointed to the bottom ot each
implement, which shows an unmistaka-
ble earth-polish. The squaws, it is well
known, used to raise corn, and the
rround was seratched vver with these
stone plows.  They planted their corn
vear after year in !Lc same hill. An
old Indian corn-field was to be seen not
many vears ago, g few miles
Chillicothe. The hills were still stand-
ing, and were about two feet high.
These stone plows, or hoes, were usid
to serape the earth up around the hills.
This is no doubt the true explanation,
and the reason why so
tosether is that the discoverer h: appens
to nnearth the place where the Indians
placed them after the season was over.
